A Test Question. 

THERE is nothing for stirpl ise in the ve ry en relic challenge 
evoked at the Conference of Austrian Zionists, held in Vienna the 
other day, of a statement made by Dr. FELIX ROSENBLUETH. He 
is a member of the Executive of the Zionist World Organisation, a 
body which he represented af the Conference. In that capacity he 
ventured the statement that Zionism “could not accept the concep. 
tion of the Jewish “tate,” and that the Executive was aiming 
at no more than creating in our generation the foundation of a 
Jewish National Home. And he ended up with the usual greeting 
that has marked Zionist speeches of late, to the power of Kéng 
Cash. There are some of us who believe that a call to the 
spirit of the Jew, to his Jewish patriotism, to the duty he 
owes to his people, to the honour demanded of him to his priceless 
heritage of Judaism, will yield as much in the way of pounds, 
shillings, and pence as any raw appeal for funds, and will establish 
at the same time a vital reserve of Zionism, which will be equal 
to any sacrifice that may be asked of it. That, however, is a matter 
ef method largely, though by no means entirely.

CRUSHING REPLY BY DR. HERTZ. 


Rabbi Dr. I. I. Mattuck contributed to the SPECTATOR on October 
i6th, an article on “* Liberal’ Judaism and the Modern State,” in the 
course of which he dealt with the alleged abandonment by many Jews 
since the Nmancipation of the hope for a return to Palestine, Although, 
he said, Orthodox Jews retained the old prayers for a return to Palestine, 
the English Orthod. x Jew and the English “ Liberal” Jew were alike in

SERVICE IN SYNAGOGUES, 


The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire has issned the following 
circular to the Ministers and Presidents of the various synagogues :— 

I have great pleasure in forwarding you a copy of the Armistice 
Prayer to be recited in the synagogues throughout the Empire either on 
November 11th oron the Sabbath preceding, 

1. Some congregations arrange for special services on Armistice Day 
itself. These services should be of a simple nature :—An appropriate 
Psalm; an address by the minister ; Prayer for the King and the Royal 
Family; the Armistice: prayer; two minutes’: silence; bye 
(with reading of the names of those members of the congregation who fe|! 
in the war); Oleynoo; mourners’ Aaddish; Yigdal; and Adon Glam. 

2. In most congregations, however, this Armistice Prayer is recited 


on the-preceding Sabbath (this year on nny), after the Prayer for the 
King and the Royal Family, and followed by the recital of B° On roy SN 
(with the names of those members of the congredation who fell in the 
war). 

3.. The Sabbath preceding Armistice Day should be known as Peac: 
Sabbath ; and the minister, in the course of his sermon on that Sabbath, 
should enlarge upon those Messianic ideals of peace, righteousness ani 
universal brotherhood which form the very foundations of our sacred 
faith, | 

4. But even in those communities where no special congregationa) 
service is arranged for Armistice Day itself, the synagogue should be open 
on November lith at 11 o'clock. The minister will, of course, be in 
attendance and be ready to recite the. Armistice Prayer, with mourners 
and others who may come to the House of God on that day of solemn 
memories, Incase there is a Minyan present, the reading of the praye: 
should be followed hy Ol; ynoo, Kaddishand Yigdal.

Recently he purchased a plot of: land: at:Tel.Aviv with the 
intention of erecting thercon a Synagouue.

Weiss, and is é2ia t. have been descended from a long line of Rabbis 
Ife achieved many. remarkable feat in escaping from apparently 
impossible places: for instance, he broke ont of a Siberian convoy cam) 
in Moscow, escaped from the cell in Sheffield in which Charles Peace had 
been confined jand ‘held a certificate for this feat from the police 
authorities), and. jumped, heavily handcuffed, into a river at Detroit, 
releasing himself while under water. He aecomplished similar feats in 
Germany, and won a sensational action for libel against the Cologne police 
who had alleged that his performance was a fake. He came to England 
in 1900, and secured ar endagement at the Alhambra. Hondini was the 
author'of a number of books on conjuring and on spiritualism ; in con 
nection with the latter he was instrumental in exposing a number of 
fraudulent mediums.

A memorial service for the late Mr. Gilbert E. Samuel, which was 
numerously attended, was held at the residence of the deceased, 50, 
Hans Crescent, 5.W., on the evening of the funeral, reported in’ Tur 
JEWISH CHRONICLE of last week. The Rev. Ephraim Levine, the 
Minister of the New West End Synagogue, delivered the following tribute 

to the deceased, lle said : 


The passing of Gilbert Iilis Samuel has taken from our midst yet 


another member of a tamily distinguished in the public life of our Jewish 
community. dn the days of his strength his keen intellect and his richly 


endowed heart were gencrously placed at the service of bis co-religionists. 


Many remember.with gratitude his long tenure of the Presidency of the 
Society for Relieving the Aged and Needy—a work to which he gave 
himself freely, and on whose behalf he laboured so zealously. His 
sagacions counse! Was often requisitioned by Communal Bodies in w hose 
interests he acted as. Honorary Solicitor. These services belong to the 
past, but many there are, co-workers and those for whom he laboured. 
who remember them with thankfulnes To-night we recall the life 
which has ended, in the hore of his surviving child upon whom have 
falien so many crucl domestic blows during the past few years. A man’s 
public work only reveals one side of him. It is those intimate aspects. of 
his character which are known within his home and to the ¢ircle of his 
friends which are lasting and which provide the memorial of him which we 


lovetocherish. Gilbert Samuel, as befitted one with his family traditions 


and associations, Was a man with an exalted sense of duty, one who placed 
a high value upon friendship, and who, in his professional life, regarded as 
sacred the interests of those who contidedin him. He spared neither time 
nor effort to justify the contidence men reposed in him. When we look back 
along the vista of the past ten years we are moved by a strange and wistful 
sadness. The brightness of the horizon was gradually being dimmed. by 
gathering clonds. If anyone had been asked to describe Gilbert Samue! 
he wonld have deemed him one of the happiest and luckiest of men, 
blessed with all the outward signs of what the world calls prosperity. Ho 
held a high position in his profession; he hada happy home blessed with 
the comradeship of a gifted and charming wife whose personality radiated 
love and respect wherever she moved. He was bound up in the love of 
his childreu. Alas, the day was coming when the sun was to sink 
¢radually behind the clouds. The war carried off his Wilfred at the 
beginning of a bright career of promise. From this terrible sorrow his 
wife never recovered. She went about her work of well-doing, but the 
vest had gone out of her life. A year ago she was taken from us. In the 
midst’ of his sorrows he was stricken with a mysterious malady which 
was never actually diagnosed or explained. Hope lived on in his family 
and his friends, till the end was inevitable. Mercifully death came with. 
out suffering, for he passed away in his sleep. The memories we love to 
hold after death are those of the one we knew, not in suffering but in the 
full plenitude of his powers. So our thoughts of Gilbert Samuel now are 
of his clear and penetrating intelligence, of his bright and witty conversa 
tion, of his genial humour and of that charm of manner which never failed 
to attract to him men and women and little children. He resembled his 
brother Stuartin that quick and apt gift of repartee and in his love for 
the droll side of life. He had a fund of anecdote, he had the gift of knowing 
how to entertain his friends, and his quaint habit of arranging amateur 
theatricals showed him im the enjoyment of recreation. He was a man 
of great human kindness. Whether they were his colleagues -or his 
clerks in his professional work, or his comrades on committees, or his 
servants in his employment, the people who were associated with him 
quickly came under the spell of his magnetic attraction and were bound 


to him by ties of trne affection. Titus he has left behind kindly and 


happy memories. One last word of sympathy to those who now mourn. 
Te his daughter whose cup of sorrow has overflowed during these years, 
to his sister, this last surviving brother who has had to stand so often 
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before the open graye of his loved ones. May God save them from sorrow 
and grant them years of life to'continue the great public and communal 


work with which the name of Samuel is gratefully and honourably

CCCLXV.— Man’s two Urges. 


My DEAR COUSIN, | 
It is probably true to say that one of the fundamental differences 
between Jewish and Christian teaching is in regard to liberation from sin, 
There is no need for the moment to consider the nature of sin; it will 
suffice to rely on the commonly accepted notion that sin is bound up with 
wrongdoing, and is the opposite of righteousness. That man is sinful 
from his youth up appears to be an accepted axiom in both Judaism and 
Christianity: “the imagination of man’s heart,” according to the writer 
of Genesis, “ie evil from his youth.” But when we come to the con- 
ception of the redemption from sin, what @ difference there is between 
the two views! Christianity teaches that a man may rid himself of sin 
by relying on a Mediator, on the so-called * Lamb of God,” who came into 
the world to be afflicted for the wrongdoing of mankind. Jewish teaching 
on the other hand holds that the only way to be rid of Sin is for a man to 
pull himself together, and. by his own efforts to cast 16 out. Manifestly, 
virile of the two.

In their 
view there are two forces, or urges, or t¢ ndencies in each of us, the one 
towards what is cood (974 8% and the other towards what is evil 
They have many a pretty conceit regarding the two inclina- 
tions. We read for cxample (they taught “And the Lord God formed 
man out of the dust of the ground.” The Hebrew word 38% (“and He 
formed”) has the letter yod twice. Why twice? they ask; and they 
answer: To indicate ‘the two: inclinations or urges, They go so far as to 
assert that cren the Evil Inclination is a good thing provided it be con- 
trolled.

But Desire or the Evil Inclination is constantly operative. Rab Abin, 
who lived in the third century, is associated with a curious piece of 
exegesis. We may read in the 8Ist Psalm: “ There shall no strange 
God be with thee.” “ What is this strange God?” asked Rab Abin, and 
he replied, “It is none other thanthe Evil Urgeinman.” This, as another 
Rabbi taught, may be cempared to a fly sitting on the doors of the heart.

way with it which is exceedingly winning. At first, as: Rab Assi taught, 
it may be as slender as a spider's web; in the end it becomes like a cart 
rope. Another Rabbi held that the Evil Urge at first may be compared 
to a wayfarer who merely passes by; eventually, by ingratiating itself, 
it may be compared to a guest who stays for a short while; it is so astute 
that in the long last it becomes the Lord and Master of the human soul. 
The Evil Urge may say to-day, do this; to-morrow it may say, do that: 
and gathering confidence from. sticcess it may eventually say to man, 
worship idols, and he will. 

The ancient Rabbis made it plain that the power of the Evil Urge is 
tremendous. They even personified it as being as strong as death itself. 
Ratan, they seid, and the Evil Urge and the Angel of Death are one and 
the same. (YOR NIA PW NF Isthere then no escape ? 
Is man a helpless victim in a hopeless struggle? Certainly not. The 
Midrash points out that there are many things in the world whose nature 
may be changed by effort. A mustard seed is bitter; boil it seven 
times and it becomes sweet. So with the Evil Urge. ‘Hold it in 
check and you will conquer it. As the Rabbis said, starve it and 
it is satisfied; satisfy it and it is hungry. Im-other words, control 
the Evil Urge and it will cease from tempting; give way to it and 
it will tempt all’ the more. The supplication in the Jewish Prayer 
Book: “Let not the Evil Inclination. have sway over mé,” is intel- 
ligible enough. Who is strong? asks Ben Zoma, and he answers: 
He who conquers his Lyti Inclination. The Rabbis offer advice as to how 
to achieve victory of this kind. “I made the Evil Inclination,” they 
imagine God as saying, “but I also made its antidote—the Torah.” 
ANS I AN): In the school of Rabbi Ishmael 
it was taught that when the ugly thing meets a man, let him lead it into 
the house of study. If it be as hard as a stone, it will there be pulverised, 
and if it be as strong as iron, it will there be broken. The Rabbis also 
reminded their audiences that the Good Inclination should be mobilised 
against the Evil Inclination, If the former can overcome the latter, well 
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and good, If not, let a man devote himself to the study of the Torah. 1 
that does not prove efficacious, let him pray for strength to overcome tho 
Evil Urge. If that tiketvise fails, let him think of the day of his death. 
Another strange concelt was that the Good Inclination is thirteen 
years older than the Evil Inclination, Until he is thirteen a man may 
transgress the Commandments and yet be wholly innocent; but when h» 
reaches the age of thirteen, he hears the voice of conscience and tho 
words of the Jorah admonishing him. If he does wrong before he is 
thirteen, it is because he knows no better. The Evil Urge is not ye' 
active within him. But after thirteen, the Evil Urge becomes busy, anc 
he is tempted bv his heart and his eyes. “The eye and the heart,” the 
Rabbis taught, “ are the agents of sin.” 
In Jewish teaching man has the choice between good and ey)! 
between life and death. Within him the Evil Inclination and the Gov: 
Inclination are both ever present, and the Rabbis went so far as to sa, 
that when a man is bidden to love God with all his heart, he is to lo. 
Him with both the Evil Inclination and the Good Inclination. The FE: 
Inclination itself is not a bad force if it is controlled, and Judais: 
teaches that manis the captain of his fate and the master of his so 
There is much inspiration and. encouragement in this virile doctrine 
Possibly it explains the persistence of the Jew. The Evil Urge may 
, but the Jew is taught that if he puts forth still stronger efforts, ly 
will win in the end. Possibly it may also account for the optimism of th: 
Jew. No need for him to appeal to a Redeemer for help; he knows that 
the best help is self-help. “ Happy the man who fears the Lord,” t) 
Psalmist wrote, and Rabbi Joshua ben Levi commented, “ Happy he wt 
conquers: his inclinations like man” (@?N3 
Do we still contemplate the urge to do right and the urge to <( 
wrong? Has not our attitude to right and wrong changed altogether in 
these latter days? What is right and what is wrong?-.we are inclined t 
ask, if we concern ourselves at all with such problems. In former ages 
men gave thought to their spiritual well-being; to-day we are much mor: 
occupied by our economic’ well-being. Social sanctions prescribe conduct 
for the vast majority of men and women, Jews and Gentiles alike. . Th: 
contemplation of sin is not popular nowadays. Who shall say that we 
are nevertheless not as good (or as bad) as were former generations 
But in so far as sin or wrong-doing exists, it must be admitted that th. 
Rabbinic exp!anations are attractive, They will be found, too, not at a 
out of accord with the researches of modern psychology, which stress: 
the theory of the “urges” in man. Jews have been acquainted with th: 
doctrine for centuries. The Yetzer-Horo, as it came to be popularly pr 
nounced, is the theme of many a Jewish proverb; it was personificd o 
temptation itself. But always it was clear that it must be fought. Moros 
strength lay in that direction, and the Jew was ever for moral strength.

Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. 


MORE VOLUNTARY WORKERS NEEDED. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee was held on Tuesday at tho 
Offices of the United Synagogue, St. James’s Place, Dr, A. Eichholz, 
C.B.E. presided. 

Mr. F. D. BENJAMIN said that the question of allocation of grants had 
been carefully considered by the honorary officers. The grants recom- 
mended were the same as at that time lastyear. The allocation to the 
non-provided schools was cut down a little owing to insufficient funds to 
cover all requests made to them. The following grants were made for 
the half-year. The total allocation is £1,556. 

Constitntent Synagogues: Bayswater £30, Borough £35, Brixton £55, 
Central fi, Dalston #65, Golders Creen Hammersmith £50, North 
London £55, South Hackney £70, Stoke Newington and District £100. Associate 
Synagogues : Ealing and Acton £15, Kast Ham and Manor Park £15, Hornsey 
and Wood Green £29, Poplar £25, Richmond £10, Sonth Fast London £30, 
tipton Park £20, Walthamstow and Leyton £59, West Ham £30. Non-Provided 
Schools, £180. Talmud Torahs, £250. Sundry Classes: Bermondsey and 
RKotherhithe tA). Becontree Hebrew Congr vation Kast London rv). New 
North Road Talmud Torah £25, Old Ford and North Bow £50, Regent's Park 
and Camden Town £15, Stamford Hill Hebrew Kindergarten £25, South West 
London £15. 

In regard to the application for help from the Becontree Classes, the 
CHAIRMAN said that they had received a deputation of the Jewish inhalhi 
tants of that district who had impressed them with their enthusiasm and 
veal, and they had persuaded the Union to make the reservation grant of 
£25 for the half year. 


The Rev. 8. Levy, M.A... said that inthe recommendations of grants, 
submitted bythe Treastrer, there was no increase in the amount proposed 
to be allocated to the Kindergarten at Stamford Hill, the upkeep of which 
was an increased drain upon the finances of the regular classes. 


The CHAIRMAN said that he would like to see kindergartens all ove: 
London, but the Treasurer would tell them that they had not the money, 
They were very seriously strained in regard to finances. He thought that 
if any Synagogue needed helping it was the Stamford Hill Synagogue. 
If he personally could use his influence in the community for the purpose 
of raising funds, he would gladly do so. 

The representative of the Bermondsey and Rotherhithe Classes, said 
thatthe grant of £20 for the half ycar to those classes was insufficient. 

The CHAIRMAN said that unless any congregation was prepared to 
surrender its grant,.he did not see how they could help those classes. 

The matter was referred to the Education Supervision Conmittec, 

The estimates were adopted. 

The Rev. 8. LEVY, M.A., moved a series of resolutions. which 
included the following recommendations : 

That certificates be awarded to all candidates who 
standard of proficiency at the Annual Examinations. 


That a School Leaving Certificate be instituted and granted as a result of a 
Special Examination to be beld annually.

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER said that they had got to remember that the 
conditions obtaining in various classes were very diverse. The 
Education Supervision Committee thought that the scheme wasdoomed to 
failure. 

Dayan Dr. FELDMAN said that leaving certificates had in some casss 
been dropped by the secular authorities. It would be difficult to work 
the suggestions contained in the proposals. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the ‘heavy burden on their excellent 
voluntary staff, the difficulty of their getting examiners, and the poor 
state of their finances made it impossible for them to entertain. those 
suggestions. 

The Rey. 5. LEVY said that with regard to the difficulty of obtaining 
examiners, a small entrance fee might be charged which would cove: 
the cost. He would be the last to suggest that the expenses should be 
incurred by the Committee. 

it was decided that the Education Committee should again consider 
the matter in conjunction with the Rev. 8. Levy. 


Mr. L.. FRANK said that he had pointed out ina memorandum he had 
submitted to his colleagues that whereas the United Synagogue had 
10,000 members, the children attending the Union's classes numbered 
only 3,000-4,000. This was totally insufficient. He suggested that they 
invite representatives of the various sVhagogue classes to meet the 
Honorary Officers of the Union, and talk the matter over. He felt sure 
that some. beneficial measure could be undertaken to increase the numbers 
very considerably. He was very optimistic in regard to!lthat. It was their 
duty to do more than they had done in the past. He was appealing 
particularly to the laymen to rouse their local Committees to much 
greater efforts. They were doing no missionary work to encourage their 
efforts, and he thought that if local committees could not find voluntary 
workers they should pay canvassers to’do the work. He made an 
appeal to graduates of Jews’ College and of Oxford and Cambridge to 
give thénr their help. 

A discussion followed in which Rabbi Harris Cohen, Dayan Dr, 
Feldman, the Rev. M. Adler, Messrs. Herbert M. Adler, Jacques Cohen, 
A. Solomons, and I). Sharp took part. ‘he following were appointed on a 
sub-committee to gointo the matter and consider suggestions from the 
various classes: Rabbi Harris Cohen, Messrs. L. Frank, D. Sharp, A. 
Solomons, Weber, and Jacques Cohen as lion. Secretary. 

The OAMAIRMAN said that reports had been received by the Rev. E. 
Drukker, B.A., and the Rev. A. Plaskow, b.A., on the annual examina- 
tion, and were being considered in detail by the Education Supervision 
Committee. It was suggested that the Rev. M.S. Simmons and the Rey. 
A. Plaskow be invited to act as examiners at the annual examination to 
be held on Sunday, April 3rd, 1927, at University College (if available) 
under the sanie conditions as last year. 


Dayan Dr. Feldman and Mr. Herbert M. Adler presented reports of 
Classes visited. 


The CHAIRMAN proposed a vote of thanks. to all who had helped in 
the work of examining the classes and drafting the reports.

Every capital in Europe 
with an important Jewish Community has a Communal Hall, or a Com 
munal Building. Only London is without such a Hall. A Communal 
Hall in London would not only make for more comfort, for more dignity, 
and for more communal happiness, but it would also be a landmark on 
the road of progress.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE CONJOINT COMMITTEE. 


Heated Debate. 


A largely attended conference of déelevates of constituent synagouucs 
and members of the Council of the United Synagogue was held on 
hunday at the Spring Gardens Galleries, to consider the alterations 
suggested in the Deed of Foundation and Trust, as proposed by the 
Council... Str WALLEY EN, one of the Vice-Presictents. 
was in the chair. 


The CHAIRMAN said ‘that his first duty was to say that the 
President» regretted: bis inability to be «present; end- im his absence 
the duty of presiding fell upon him as one of the’ Vice-Presidents, 
He welcomed ‘the Were not wenibers of the Connecti! Not 
that the members of the Council were not equally welcome (laughter), 
but they often had the pleasure of meeting’ one another, and it was 
a great pleasure. to have an opportunity of meeting many of thos 
who were not always able.'to. take so much part in their affairs, 
The text which was before them represented the putting into concret: 
wording of the résolutions passed. by. the Council as to the amendment: 
to their constitution. That work represented a monument of industry on 
the part of their Hon. Solicitor and their staff, and he was sure they 
would like to pay a tribute to them. (Cheers:) When it was finished it 
Was submitted to counsel who had expressed his view that it was in 
accordance with the report and resolutions of the Council. ‘He pointed 
out that at that meeting they had the right to upprove or disapprove o: 
to vary any of the specific alterations which were proposed by the Council. 
but they had net the power to introduce any new alterations in the con 
stitution. If they did make any variations in the alterations to the con 
stitution then the original alterations proposed by the Conncil fell to the 
ground and the varied alterations went back to the Council for approval. 
He hoped that in making suggestions everyone would remember 
that if any variation was carried it had to be carried also by the 
Council, and they endangered the whole alteration if their variation 
should not be ultimately approved by the Council. There had: been a 
great deal of public discussion in regard to votes for women. But he 
hoped that fact would not divert attention from the many other much 
more important amendments that were conteinplated. (Hear, hear.) He 
vould refer especially to the power sought to erect halls and establish 
classes for religious instruction. In the days when the United Synagogue 
was founded there seemed to have been much less.need for these facilities 
Whether that was because their forefathers knew how to carry on educa 
tion in the home, it was not for him to say. But he did not think there 
was anybody who would not feel there was not room in connection with 
all their synagogues for the United Synagogue to provide facilities 
for religious education. (Hear, hear.) He thought they would allow him 
to claim for the United Synagogue that they had established a tradition 
in Anglo-Jewry of which they were all very proud. They hoped that 
that tradition would always be maintained and developed in accord 
ance with the needs of their. community in this country. At the time 
when the United Synagogue was founded, Jewry in London represented 
a far more preponderating part of Jewry as a whole than it did to-day. 
That they should therefore now take powers to spread out throughwvut 
the United Kingdom was of the utmost importance and fraught with 
great possibilities. That was another of the proposals before them. 
Then they were proposing to include within the orbit of the United 
Sy other synagogues or groups of sSyhagogues which might not be 
able to contribute as much as their constituent synagogues to the genera! 
expenditure of. the community. In so far as they were able todo so, they 
were making provision for them to join in their deliberations. If they 
could extend toa much larger circle-—-first in the Metropolis and then 
far beyond it-all those benefits which the United Synagogue had 
conferred on the community in the past, they would be making a pro- 
vision for the development of the United Synagogue worthy of thei: 
highest traditions. lie hoped that if, in their deliberations, there 

were points of detail, or even matters of principle on which some might 
' feel strongly one way or other, they would do their utmost to give Aan 
example of that consideration for other people's views which had always 
been characteristic of the United Synagogue. He hoped they would 
succeed in moderating, instead of exacerbating their antipathies, and 
at the end of an important day in their history, create a constitution 
which would cnable the United Synagogue to be worthy, in the coming 
fifty years, ofits history in the past fifty years. (Cheers). 

Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH asked why a motion of which he had given 
notice, had been omitted from the agenda. 

The CHAIRMAN said that several gentlemen were in the same position. 
When they came to the clauses to which they related, he would explain 
why they had been ruled out of order. 

The CHAIRMAN then moved that speeches be limited to ten minutes. 
This gave rise toa somewhat heated debate, Mr, Isaac Landau characteris 
ing the proposal as “an outrage.” 

Eventually it was agreed that the limit should be observed, but an 
«extension might be granted by vote of the meeting. 


Votes for Women. 


The CHAIRMAN moved a resolution to alter various clauses of the 
scheme with a view to giving women equal voting rights with men. He 
said that his motion was intended to raise in the most comprehensive 
form the question of women voting in the United Synagogue. The 
question was not a religious one except in the sense that it was, 
to his mind, of the utmost importance that the women of our 
community should have every encouragement to take an active 
part in the work of the synagogue. If they did so, having more 
leisure, they would know more about those doing the work and be in a 
good position to judge who were likely to serve the synagogue well, and 
therefore in giving them the opportunity of expressing their views in the 
clection of representatives and ministers, they would be serving the great 
benefit of the community, If he thought this was a revolutionary

proposal he would be on that ground strongly opposed to it. He believed 
the future of their community depended on adhering firmly to their tradi- 
tions (cheers), aud upon their conducting teir life by orderly evolution and 
not by means of any revolutions He was very much encouraged by t.ad- 
ing that in 1570, when the United Synagogue was founded, there were 
women who had-the right te vote.

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Zionism and English Women. 


INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


Mrs. I. M. SIEFF. 


RS. SEEFF, President of the Federation of Women Zionists 
and guest at-a recent farewell banquetin Manchester, 
is the antithesis of the woman enthusiast as generally 
thought of. As a leader of the women’s section of Zionism 

in England, she conveys, wherever she goes, that vital spirit of 

modernity which is one of the most insistent attractions of Zionism 
to-day. Small wonderthat she 
is fast penetrating into. the 
very backwoods of Jewish 
womanhood, Such irresistible 
impetus as she is gaining 
will carry the movement 
throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, and will 
ensure, in the near. future, 
that Jewish women, at any 
rate in England, will be 
Zionists to a woman! Our 
interviewer found Mrs. Sief! 
still- in-a glow of rosy enthu 
stasm about the success of the 
recent provincial tour made 
by her and Mrs. Irwell on 
behalf of the Federation 
In historic.days, when ever, 
witnessed 


almost 


year, every month, has some epoch-making 
occurrence, and when complicated -organisations have grown out 
of simple acts of individual enthusiasm, it is difficult to trace the 
accurate history of the various activities. 

How did your Federation come into being” 

“Tn 1917.” said Mrs. Sieff. “ Mrs.’ Weizmann, Mrs. Liebster, Mrs 
Paul Goodman, Mrs. Irwell, and myself formed ourselves into a women's 
executive here in London. We evolved a Constitution, whose object 
was to foster the Jewish National consciousness amoung Jewish women 
of the United Kingdom; to promote the welfare of Jewish women. and 
children in Palestine ; to undertake work of an intensive character with the 
object of co-ordinating all women Zionist efforts; and to safeguard the 
interests of women in social and economic spheres in the development 
of Palestine. How far we have succeeded in these latter all-important 
objects has been told your readers in previous interviews, and is acknow 
ledged history inthe wonderful story of reconstruction in Palestine. The 
agricultural school at Nahalel, the infant welfare ‘work, the hostel we 
erected there. are all established outcomes of the original programme 
of the Society ” 

How did you set about the attainment of your primary aim” 

“ We first set about collecting a special fund for our work, with which 
we established ourselves as a Federation. Then we got into touch with 
all existing women Zionist societies and allied ourselves with them 
While the war still lasted we confined ourselves mainly to propaganda 
work and to helping Zionist work wherever we could. We were able to 
do very practical Zionist work by caring for the comfort of the Jewish 
battalions which went out to Palestine.” 

And then the war ended ” 

" Yes, and it was in Palestine that | met Mrs. Eder and where we had 
an opportunity of studying the requirements of Jewish women on the 
spot.. We returned with definite plans, which, as I have said, have to a 
certain extent materialised in Palestine, while the scope of our work of 
course becomes daily and hourly greater.” 

What relation are you tothe Women’s International Zionist Federa 
tion? queried our representative. 

“ We are actually its proud mother. The women of Anglo-Jewry can 
lay that pleasing unction to their souls that not only is their Motherland 
the political sponsor of the Jewish National Home, but also that world 
Jewish womanhood owes it to English women that they are to-day banded 
together in the splendid work of the Federation. In 1920 we convened a 
Conference of Jewish women of all nationalities concurrently with the 
Annual Zionist Conference, which was then being held in London: and at 
this conference the Women's International Zionist Federation came into 
existence. At the suggestion of Lady Samuel, who was on the eve of her 
journey to Palestine, we inaugurated a Jewel Fund to defray the imme. 
diate expenses of the Federation. The intense enthusiasm with which 
Jewish women gave their jewellery for this cause is one of the white 
milestones ot our remarkable journey. The Secretary of the new Federation 
was the late Mrs. Herbert Cohen.” 

Having launched your infant onits way, as a good mother should, how 
did you proceed with the work you have at present under consideration ” 

“We immediately started new societies of women Zionists east. 
west, north and south. In London the West London Zionist Society had 
Lady Samuel as Hon. President, and we quickly branched out in every 
suburb and in every province. Previous to the Declaration, I had accom- 
panied my husband on provincial tours, where we had endeavoured to 
spread an atmosphere of Zionism in those far-off difficult days. This 
experience stood me in splendid stead in my new work. I needed no 
introduction in these provincial centres.” 

And did you find your task an unduly hard one? 

“ The task of bringing home to Jewish women the responsibility they 
owe to Palestine is sometimes a little formidable. But once a woman 
grasps the fundamental meaning of our work and our message to them, she 
is staunch and firm and exceptionally devoted. Women are constitutionally

We forget that there is a weakness of will thatis in itself 
despicable, andthat sooner or later it will involve both body and soul ™ 
the inevitable consequences that follow from a thoughtless choice of life. 
Most pitiful of all is it, when we hear it said, and so little is done to refute 
the calumny, that the Jew is an incurable materialist, that the ° 
things of life " are the only ones that attract him, that he has no soul for 
aught but the grossest of pleasures, and no taste for anything but sel! 
indulgence. Pitiful, indeed, and strange. Because Israel is not ignoran 
of the results that follow from “digging empty cisterns, that never 
can hold water.” Those who succeed in indulging every whim and fancy, 
who drink deep of the so-called “ pleasures of life,” become soon enough 
sick of life itself, having neither birthright nor blessing other than the 
dead ashes of their burnt-out passions. They forget that no one (least of 
all, one of God's people) can live for himself alone. We are for ever 
either adding to the world’s health and happiness and good, or to its pain, 
its sorrow and its wickedness. Every moment in which we live truly, 
every victory we win over ourselves, every fragment of sweetness we Can 
bring into the day, makes it easier for others to be brave and true and 
sweet. While, on the other hand, every birthright that we despise 
deprives us ultimately of the chance to become a blessing both to our 
selves and to our fellows.

DR. WISE’S ADDRESS. 


QUEEN OF ROUMANIA AND THE JEWS. 

A conterence of the Administrative Committee of the American 
Jewish Congress and representatives of various Jewish organisations and 
communal workers was held recently to consider the Jewish situation in 
various European countries and to decide upon the necessary action 

Rabbi Dr. Stephen S. Wise, President of the Congress, Said it was the 
earnest desire of European Jews that their brethren in America should 
apply themselves more diligently to the task of safeguarding the rights 
that had been granted to European Jews under the Minority Treaties, 
and to exert their moral pressure upon the Governments of Europe to 
observe their Treaty obligations. 

Adverting to the continued ill-treatment of the Jews in Koumania, 
Dr. Wise said: 

Our organisation has recently been approached by different 
persons, Jewish and non-Jewish, who pointed out that this would be an 
opportune moment for calling to the attention ofan indifferent public, 
the grievous wrongs to which the Jews of Roumania, despite al! 
assurances and even Treaty obligations, are still being subjected. We 
have hesitated to make any public pronouncement, jest our attitude 
may in the least degree be construed as a breach of either courtesy or 
hospitality. 

In common With all our fellow Americans, we of course share the 
time-honoured spirit of welcome and friendship to distinguished 


visitors coming to these shores, but convictions on serious questions of. 


life—questions almost of life and. death in this case--are presumably 
permitted to bé entertained under all circumstances, even at the time 
of public jubilations. : 

As it is, the problem of the Jews in Roumania has been raised by 
certain questions addressed to Her Majesty, Queen Marie, and he 
answers have been so unsatisfactory, ahd so little reassuring, that | 
am reluctantly compelled to speak out, to appeal to America’s spirit 
of fair play and invoke the name of that great and justice-loving 
American, John Hay, who, as Secretary of State in 1902, sent his 
memorable note to the Roumanian Government on the subject of the 
ill-treatment of its Jewish citizens. 

The Jews of Roumania are peaceful, law-abiding, industrious and 


patriotic citizens of their land. They are, however, hampered in_ 


many ways from. following their useful pursuits, and whether it be 
through exclusion from Universities, through economic measures, 
contrary to the spirit of the Constitution, or through social ostracism 
applied to legislation, they are in many ways harassed and oppressed, 
not only to their injury but to the detriment of the country at large. 
We now again must earnestly and respectfully call to the atten 
tion of the exalted heads of the Roumanian Government the suffering 
inflicted upon a sorely-tried people. We ask Her Majesty the Queen. 
as a lover of fair: play, as a friend of América which means the 
same,.and more—to intercede in their behalf—not for favours to the 

Roumanian Jews, but that justice be done them. 

It was decided’ that an Advisory Committee be organised to devote 
itself to the task of educating American Jewish public opinion to the 
responsibility of American Jewry in connection with the defence of Jewish 
rights abroad; and to assist the American Jewish Congress in calling the 
World Conference on Jewish Rights which will be held in July or August, 
1927, in Europe.

Have you any definite plans for the immediate future ”

parents of many different races. Polish Jews averaged the highest in 
intelligence, the next in order being Swedes, English, Russian Jews, 
Germans, Americans, Lithuanians, Irish, British Canadians, Russians, 
Poles, Greeks, Italians, French Canadians, Negroes, and Portuguese. 
The children tested were all attending public schools in four factory 
towns of Massachusetts, with the exception of 449 Negro children from 
Tennessee. 

The intelligence of the national groups showed that there is no 
connection between high inteHigence and the possession of so-called 
“Nordic” blood, Dr: Hirseh deciared. ‘The eight national groups that 
were superior in iatelligence consisted of two national groups that have 
been called“ Nordic,” the English and Swedes; two groups that have 
been thought to possess 60 per cent. or more of Alpine blood, the Germans 
and Lithuanians; two quasi-national groups of Jews; .one quasi-national 
group of so-called Mediterranean blood, the Irish, and one national group 
that is a composite of all four bloods, Americans. 

Dr. Hirseh further points out that during the past three thousand 
years migrations and intermarriages have: blended the three distinct 
European racial types, the fair, long-headed Nordic, the brown-haired, 
round-headed Alpine and the dark-haired, long-headed. Mediterranean ; 
so that in no part of Europe to-day is there even approximately a race of 
one of these pure types. The differences among Europeans of to-day are 
more national than racial. Each national group has a distinct personality, 
asa result of its culture and its heredity; and the different. nations 
showed marked differences in inteligence.

The Jews South Africa. 


Ignored at War Memorial Ceremony. 


in the course of a recent sermon; Dr. J. L. Landau, Chief Rabbi of 
south Africa, made a vigorous protest against the action of the authoritie- 
in ignoring the Jewish Counmunity in the arrangements made for the 
ceremony ofthe unveiling of the Cenotaph at Johannesburg. The Jews. 
he said, had been subjected to humiliation and insult. In an interview 
“ranted to the Press, Dr. Landau complained’ that the whole unveiling 
ceremony had been purely Chri> tian in character, a Christian service had 
been conducted and a hymn referring only to Christian soldiers had been 
sung. Thousands of Jewish boys had fought with their Christian fellow 
men, and many hundreds had fallen on the battlefield. Their names 
were probably on the tablet of the Cenotaph. It was due to the memor\ 
of those Jewish soldiers that a combined service should have been held.

Help to Educational Institutions.

(2) The “Ort” Vocational Schools in Volhynia, where about 
five hundred children are taught trades, (3) The Yeshibah in Sokolov, 
the pupils of which nuinber over tive hundred, (4) The Children’s Kitchen 
attached to the Talmud Torah in Slonim, where one hundred and twenty 
pupils’receive three meals a day. (5) The Committee for relief of Jewish 
Students in Poland, which is now building a hostel for the needy students 
in Warsaw. Among its varied activities,

math, Jewish agricultural agencies have been established and maintained 
in South America and suitable parts Of Russia. But it is not only a matter 
of concern for Russia and Roumania. A great service can be rendered to 
our race by helping to lead young people into the channel of agricultura! 
pursuits, and to wean them from the idea that they must all adopt mercan. 
tile or professional occupations ; to set the advantages of life near Nature 
against the attractions of city life. Cities no doubt are the seat of culture. 
Who will deny it? But city culture is often fringed with sin and shame. 
Lhe city is the home of learning—but it is also the cover of the slums. 
Some years age the idea was mooted of setting up an agricultural schoo! 
where young people of all stations in life, the highest and the lowliest, could 
undergo a complete course of training for agricultural pursuits—and the 
subject at the time was mentioned from this pulpit. Since then, and 
especially in late yoars, events have moved rapidly ; and the service 
which we then said would be rendered in setting up an agricultural school 
has been rendered, is being rendered to the race—out in Palestine.

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of activity, such as producing the seeds in Palestine instead of importing 
them; to overcome difficulties in the cultivation of the soil, fertilisation— 
and to experiment in new and special crops.” Moreover—and perhaps 
more important still—there are in Palestine now nearly 100 agricultural 
settlements, covering an area of about 250,000 acres, or nearly 400 square 
miles; these employ and maintain about 21,000 people, or 21 per cent, of 
the Jewish population. In these settlements the Jewish colonists are 
engaged in raising crops, dairy herds, vegetables, fruit and in mixed 
farming—in other words, they are living as, and recreating, a population of 
farmers and agriculturists. And for the establishment of one half of these 
settlements, for their assistance till they become fully self-supporting, 
and for the provision, not as gifts, but as credits, of the farm-stock, cattle, 
machinery, agricultural implements, fodder and seeds, the fund known as 
the Keren Hayesod—the Foundation Fund of Palestine—has been and is 
responsible. In the last five years the Keren Hayesod has allocated about 
£650,000, or one-third of its income, to agricultural colonisation, and 
avricultural experimental stations. Apart from all sentimental reasons, 
apart, too, from the fact that thousands of our brethren are finding homes 
free from the yoke of persecution and the nightmare of pogroms, the 
Fund is doing a great work in taking our: people from much over. 
crowded occupations and leading them back again into one of the 
noblest, healthiest, and to. the world most. valuable of activitics. 
Slowly the land is being brought back to its deseription in Denteronomy, 
“a land of wheat and barley, vine, fig trees and pomegranate, a land of 
olive trees and honey.” But this is not the only 
BENEFICENT. WORK : 
undertaken by the Keren Hayesod—the Foundation Fund. Another part 
of its task is to promote and to facilitate a mass immigration into Pales. 
tine. How important this is may be judged from the fact that now most 
countries of the world are partly or wholly barred to Jewish immigration 
from Russia and Poland, and Palestine is the only country absolutely free 
in so far as its extent and capacity to support its inhabitants permit; and 
it is receiving Jewish immicranrts from the above lands in greater pumbers 
than any other country—even than the United States. For from October, 
1924, to September, 1925, while the number of our people who passed into 
the United States was 9,945, the number for Palestine was about 29.000, 
The cost of the selection of applicants for immigration, of the direction 
and flow of the ever frowing immigration, the cost of the journeys and 
settlement on the land and in various industrial branches is borne by tho 
Keren Hayesod, and in the last four years’ nearly £250,000 or abont eleven 
per cent. of its income was spent on this ameliorative and productive 
work. The third great object to which the funds ofthe Aeren Hayesod are 
applied is that of

With some exceptions, all the Jewish schools in Palestine are maintained 
by it-in all 135 schools with 16,000 pupils; and the Haifa Technical

period already named, education absorbed. nearly £400,000, or about 
twenty per cent. of the rosources of the Fund. Public Health and 
Sanitation and Public Works received about £300,000 or fifteen per cent.

the Attorney-General, Mr. N. de M, Bentwich, There are three Jews 
in the Secretariat, in Grade IL1., of Whom two are in the Permits Section, 
tive Jews in the District Administrations of the whole country, seven 
Jews in the Judicial Department (Law Courts), including one justice, two 
Jews in the Legal Department, one Jew in the Treasury, five Jews in 
the Department of Health (of a total of 57), seven in the Department of 
Agriculture and Forests (all in or below Grade LV.)}, two in the Customs 
Department, one in the Department of Education, and in the Police 
Department, twoJews only (both Grade V.) of a total of fifty-one. Four 
dews in the Public Works Department, one in the Audit Department, one 
in the Lands Department, one in the Department of Antiquities, two in 
the Palestine Railways, make up the total of Jewish representation. 
There are no Jews in the Department of Posts and Telegraphs and one 
only in the Department of Surveys. 

There can hardly be a plaint that there is no further room for Jews 
in the Senior Service. No less than thirty-eight vacancies are marked. 
In the Transjordan Frontier Force, naturally, though it is intended fo: 
service equally in Palestine, there are no Jewish officers at all. 

The Customs Department and the Department of Posts and Telegraph- 
are two of the Government institutions that perhaps are the most used 
apart from the railways, by the Jewish population, which contributes to 
a large extent to their revenues. I¢ is significant that these three institu 
tions showed a handsome surplus of income over expenditure during th: 
last financial year; but it has not been found necessary to add to their 
Jewish officials, or to serve the Jewish population in Palestine to any 
larger extent than they do. 

Both the Permits Section of the Secretariat and the Treasury show 
four vacancies cach, The Department of Education has four vacancies 
for superior officials, the Department of Agriculture five. None of these 
probably will ever be filled by Jews. 

in that most important branch .of the Palestine Civil Service, the 
Police and Prisons Department, there are thirty-eight British officers 
alone, excluding one British Jew, who has no executive office, as he is 
the bandmaster. The other Jew is a Palestinian officer lately promoted 
from the junior service. 

While figures are not available for the junior service, there is no 
doubt that the proportion of Jews to other races is still more disastrous 
(for Jewish interests). As it is, from the statistics published by the 
Government there would appear to be no more than one senior Jewish 
official to every 5,000 Jews in Palestine, throughout the whole 
administration. 


Municipal Franchise in Palestine. 
VAAD LEUMIS DEMANDS. 
Keen dissatisfaction with several of the provisions of the Palestine 
Municipal Elecfion Law as embodied in the Municipal Franchise Ordin- 
ance Was expressed at a recent meeting of the Vaad Leumi, A resolu- 
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tion was unanimously adopted demanding that women be given the right 
to participate in the elections, that the amount of annual tax payable by 
a person eligible to take part in the clections be diminished, that the 
age of those entitled to vote be lowered, and that those who are now 
applying for Palestine citizenship be given the right to vote. 

A resolution demanding. the establishment of a Jewish unit in the 
Transjordan Frontier Force, which was formed in March out of the 
disbanded Palestine Gendarmerie, was also passed following a speech by 
Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky, who was elected in his absence as a member of 
the Vaad Leumi on the list of the Zionist Revisionists. Only two mem- 
bers of the Vaad Leumi voted against the resolution. 


The Third Wall. 


(From a Correspondent.) JERUSALEM. 
A further part of the third wall of Jerusalem was uncovered this week, 
It was found during building excavations in front of the new American 
Archeology School, which is some eighty yards east of the spot where 


the previous excavations of the third wall ended. The Antiquities 


Department has authorised Dr. E. L. Sukenik; of the Hebrew Upiversity, 
to proceed with the excavation. 

Excavations conducted by Dr. Sukenik and Dr. D. A. Mayer, on behalf 
of the Jewish Palestine Exploration Society, on the remains of the ancient 
wall to the North-West of the Damascus Gate, satisfied Dr. Sunkenik that 
the remains were those of the third wall of Jerusalem, which, according 
to Josephus, was built or restored by King Herod Agrippa I. (A.D, 37 to 44). 


Land of Israel News in Brief. 

Ir is reported that Major Keith-Roach, Assist.-District Commissioner 

in the Northern District of Palestine, has been appointed Administrator 

of the Jerusalem: District, which is to become a separate administrative 
centre. 

PROFESSOR HENRI CLAUDE, the famous French psycho-pathologist,

Closing Another East End Council School. 
From Miss MIRIAM MOSES, J.P. 
(Chairman of Managers, Whitechapel No. 6 Group of Schools). 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—- Might I, as Chairman of Managers of the Old Montague Street 
School, be allowed a little space in which to answer Mr. M. J. Woddis’s 
letter ? 

There ig most certainly a large decrease in the number of Jewish 
children, leading to the closing of classes and reduction of staff, but tosay 
that Chicksand Street School was closed for this reason is quite untrne. 
At the time of closing Chicksand Street School was full, but as both the 
Government and L.C.C. had agreed for many years prior that the build- 
ing was inadequate, antiquated, and unhealthy, the school was closed on 
hygienic grounds. 

Mr. Woddis states that parents were perturbed as to which schools 
they should send their children when Old Montague Street School was 
closed, Having a far greater knowledge of the parents than Mr. Woddis, 
i wish to assure him that they were not in any way perturbed as to this. 
Many of them were, however, very sorry at the closure, firstly, from a 
sentimental point of view (many of them having been old scholars there), 


and secondly, and rightfully so, because the school was, in most cases, 
near their homes. 


The letter sent to parents by the Divisional Officer of the L.C.C. gave 
advice to the parents as to which school to send their children, after bis 
having gone to a great deal of trouble to ascertain the proximity of the 
school to their homes, in order to avoid many of the dangerous crossings; 
and for this, I think, many thanks are due to him. 

In addition, I had the privilege of addressing between 400 and 500 
parents at a meeting at Old Montague Street School. At that meeting I 
most strongly emphasised several times their legal rights to send their 
children to any school they so desired. And this they certainly have 
done. They have exercised their rights, and, in my opinion, in a most 
sensible Way. Proximity to home, sentiment and continuity of régime 
have all played their parts in varying degrees. The great majority have 
found places for their children in neighbouring schools with their friends 
and with some of their old masters; others have gone further afield. 

I most cordially agree with Mr. Woddis’ testimony as to the high 
position of the Jews’ Free School in the world of education and also from 
a Jewish point of view, but he has a poor idea of the topography of the 
district when he describes one school as being in the “immediate 
vicinity” of the other. Quite a distance separates them, and this 
distance contains the dangerous crossing of Commercial Street. 

Finally, let me add a word as to Jewish environment. As a Jewess, 
and one who has Judaism as much at heart as Mr. Woddis, I assert with- 
out fear of contradiction, and from long experience of the schools in the 
district, that parents need feel no qualms in sending their children to 
them, for not only does the L.C.C. Strongly guard our rights and give 
us every facility, but excellent staffs delight in the Jewish atmosphere 
and foster it in every way. A letter such as Mr. Woddis’ only creates 
ill-feeling among the non-Jewish head teachers and other members of the

Chestnuts. 


Tue husks and brown skins of chestnuts may be removed ia two 
ways:— 

(1) Wash the chestunts, and make a slit with a knife in the rounded 
end of cach. Put in a saucepan with water to cover, bring to the boil, 
and boil for three minutes. Take a few out at a time, and remove the 
skins with a knife. 


(2) Make a slit in the chestnuts, then put them on @ baking tin, and 
put in a moderate oven about ten minutes. Remove the skins while hot. 
Take care not to let the chestnuts brown in the oven.

Chestnut Croquettes. 
Cheatnuts, 1 Ib. Margarine, 1 07. 
One egg. llour. 
Salt and pepper, Breadcrumbs. 
Stoek. Frying fat. 

REMOVE the skins from the chestnuts, then cook in salted water 
about halfan hour. Strain and rub through a sieve. Melt the margarine 
in a saucepan; add the sieved chestnuts, the yolk of the egg well beaten, | 
and enough stock to.make a stiff paste. Stir over a low heat until quite 5 
smooth, then turn on to a plate and leave till eold.. Then divide into 
small pieces about the size of a walnut, and with the aid of a little flour 
form into balls. Brush over with the slightly beaten whites of the eggs, 
roll in breadcrumbs, and fry in deep fat in a frying basket. 


Chestnut Soup. 
Chestnuts, 2 Ibs. Dripping, 1 oz. 
Stock, 2 quarts. Salt, pepper. 
‘i wo onions. Sugar. 
SKIN the chestnuts. Chop the onions. Melt the dripping in a sauce- 
pan, then fry the onion a golden brown. Add the chestnuts and some 
of the stock, and simmer about three-quarters of an hour; then rub 
through a sieve. Return to the saneepan, and add the remainder of the 
stock. Bring to the boil, add salt and pepper, and two or three lumps 
of sugar. Serve very hot with crotitons, 


Chestnuts with Brussels Sprouts. 
Sprouts, 1 tb. 


Dripping, 1 oz. 
Chestnuts, 4 ib. 


Salt and pepper. 

PREPARE the sprouts. Skin the chestnuts. Boil each separately 
until tender. Drain them, and mix together; add the dripping, salt, 
and pepper, and make thoroughly hot. 

Chestnuts are quite good plain boiled, then stewed for ten minutes 
in thick brown gravy. 


Chestnut Cream. 
Cream, 4 pint. 
Whites of two eggs. 
Pistachio nuts. 


Chestnuts, 2 lbs. 
Milk, 4 pint. 
Castor sugar, 4 ozs. 
Essence of vanilla. 
CuT the ends of the chestnuts, and cook in boiling wate until quite 
Then remove outer and inner skins, and rub through a sieve. 
Return to a saucepan, add the milk, a few drops of essence of vanilla. 
and sugar, and stir over a gentle heat until the moisture is absorbed ahd 
the mixture is firm and dry (take care it does not burn). Then press 
through a potato masher jin a circle in a glass bowl, and leave till cold. 
Whip the cream until it is quite thick, and add a little castor sugar 
and essence of vanilla. Whip the whites of eggs until quite stiff, then stir 
into the cream lightly. Heap this up in the middle of the chestnut 
puree, and decorate with finely chopped pistachio nuts or crystallized

Miss Austral has undoubtedly a fine voice, though 
somewhat inflexible and lacking in those pleasing gradations between 
fortissimo, and so little volume as to sink beneath the always abundant 
orchestration in Wagner’ s operas. But a fine voice isnot enough to ensure 
success in Wagner’s Arias, some of which are insufferably dult unless inter- 
preted with .marked intelligence. Mr. Arthur de Greef played the piano 
solo in Liszt’s less frequently heard Concerto in A major. Mr. de Greef's 
enthusiasm obviously infected the audience, and it was noticeable what 
an added enjoyment his happy personality gave to the work. Sir Henry 
Wood’s conducting of the orchestral selection from the Mastersingers, 
was in the true spirit of the work. After the interval Mr. Eric Coates 
conducted his pleasant fantasy for orchestra, “The Three Bears.” Mr.

Last week the first of a series of three Chamber orchestral concerts 
was held at the olian Hall, under the direction of Mr. Guy Warwick.
